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A RARE COLLECTION OF BIEDERMEIER SOUVENIR GLASSES 


The following 40 lots [nos. 1 to 40] comprise an extraordinary assort- 
ment of goblets, tumblers, and beakers, representing the various tech- 
niques of glassmaking and decorating of the early nineteenth century 
in Bohemia and Austria. Many are finely etched with architecturai 
vignettes, hunting scenes, etc, in the Eggerman manner ; other are 
enameled with floral decoration; and some with commemoration and 
friendship inscriptions.
